She and her 
sons stretched out and slept on the 
floor of the car and she woke up 
to find her feet were pressed against 
some hard objects. They turned out 
to be the ribs of a Japanese officer, 
also sleeping on the floor. 
"He was very nice about it," she 
said, “he Just rubbed his ribs and 
got up and moved away." 
The Japs had concentrated the 
French in Saigon into a small zone, 
and she was lucky to find a hotel 
room. Then, on Septem ber 2, the 
Annamese 
rose 
and

French homes in a single day. 
•" Japanese officers were beehind the 
native gangs directing them," she 
said. 
She Is grateful for one small group 
of Americans who saved 400 French 
refugees from the Annamese mob by 
telling the besieging natives that 
they had bought the hotel and th a t 
It was American property. 
4 Bits for Hotel 
“I he;trd they actually gave the 
hotel owner four bits," she laughed. 
Her greatest worry was that tile 
natives would break into her hotel 
and find her money ami jewels, in­ 
cluding her wedding ring. The An­ 
namese had robbed many of her 
friends. 
S h e thought of hiding her valu­ 
ables behind p ic tu r e fram es or toss­ 
ing thorn into tho chandelier. But 
then she heard th a t these were 
among the first places tho natives 
re arched. No place she thought of 
seemed safe. Finally her womanly 
intuition

"The Annamese love rice but won’t

HAS WELFARE OF 
PUBLIC AS AIM 


Promotion of the health, safety 
and general welfare of the public 
Is a main objective of Pennsylvania's 
new Soil Conservation Law provided j 
by the 1945 Legislature, according 
to Miles Horst, state Secretary of 
Agriculture and chairm an of the I 
State Soil Conservation Commis­ 
sion. 
In the past few weeks Secretary 
Horst lias met with groups of farm ­ 
ers aud the boards of county com - 1 
m lu loners of Crawford and Fulton 
counties where interest has been 
expressed In operation of the law 
and tin 
possible establishm ent of 
soli conservation districts. At each 
meeting he * tressed the ''D eclara­ 
tion of Policy" contained in the a c t,; 
which reads as follows: 
"It is hereby declared to be the 
policy of 
the 
Commonwealth 
to 
provide for Die conservation of the; 
soil and soil resources of this Com­ 
monwealth, and for the control and 
prevention of soil eroalon, and there­ 
by to preserve natural resources; 
assist In the control of floods; pre­ 
vent im pairm ent of dam s and res­ 
ervoirs; assist in m aintaining the 
navigability of elvers and harbors; 
preserve wildlife; preserve the tax 
base; protect public lands; and pro­ 
tect and promote the health, safety 
and general welfare of the people ol 
Commonwealt." 
Erosion Control 
The secretary explained that only 
favorable action by a board of coun­ 
ty commission cm as required to es­ 
tablish a county-wide soil conserva­ 
tion district. Increasing Interest Ik 
being shown In various other coun­ 
ties since the commission announc­ 
ed a few weeks ago th at It would, on
